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25X1 le Gases of Yugoslav refugees attempting to escape from Yugoslavia and being 
shot without warning in the border area have reportedly incruased. 


2. In order to eliminate successful border crossings, the Yugoslav 
authorities have established a border patrol system whereby Yugoslavs 
attempting to cross into Austria and individuals trying to cross clan~ 
destinely into Yugoslavia are trapped between guard patrols on the border 
proper and guard posts located within Yugoslavia at a distance of 100 to 
150 meters from the border. 
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
